The presence of two American 
warships in the harbor—the de- 
stroyers Taylor and Claxton—ex- 
ercised a salutary effect, officials 
said, and hope was expressed that 
the violence attending the revolu- 
tion was near its end. 
The U. 8. S. Sturtevant was at 
Manzanillo on a similar assign- 
ment or protecting American lives 
and property. These warships did

BREAD PRICES HAVE 
INCREASED CENT AND 


HALFJ1ING 1933 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 14.— 
The average price of a pound loaf 
of white bread in 16 representa- 
tive cities rose about 1.4 cents 
from February 15 to August 2. 


But In making this report to- 


day through the farm adjustment 
administration, Dr. Fred C. Howe, 
consumers' council, added: 


"Considering tho 
increases 
In 


material costs, the moderateness 
of this advance in average price 
reflects 
the 
co-operative 
spirit 


with which the bakers of these 
cities have lived up to assurances 
given Secretary Wallace by the 
president of the American Ba- 
kers' association that they would 
do their best to limit braed price 
advances to the increase in in- 
gredient 
and 
other 
production 
costs." 


This compilation, first of a se- 
|ries intended,.to tell the public 
whether it is paying exorbitant 
prices for foodstuffs, showed that 
the average price of the pound 
loaf in cities named was 7.8 cent 
on August 2 and that in the perl 
od studied the cost of ingredl 
ents in a pound loaf had increased 
1.3 cents. 


The bread report, Dr. Howe said 


was based on a check made of 
12 stores in each city, including 
chain stores, Independents and re 
tail bakers. 


About half of the 1.8 cents rise 


in the cbst of bread ingredients 
the 
report 
continued, was due 


to the processing tax on wheat 
the remainder to higher prices 
for the grain and other material 
used in the ordinary white bread 
loaf. 


"Total ingredient costs on Au- 
gust 2," Howe said, "were esti- 
mated at 3.14 cents of which flour 
made up 2.37 cents."
